- 1 ſha!l be far from 
palling ſo hard a Judgment upon them 3 
my only wiſh is, if they have done well, 
that they may never do otherwiſe ; it 
they have cominutted errors, the like may 
never happen. My Ambition is theit 
Glory ; only cut of zeal to their Honor, 
[tall take notice of ſome Complaints 
made by others ; and from my felt take 
the liberty to ſay, that this enſuing Par- 
lament mace free by a, happy Peace, 
"muſt make the Nation fo for ever, or for 
eer loſe their Reputation, 

Tis 1s the Time in which Parliaments 
ſhould. exert themſelves for the Nations 
Happinets, and their own Fame. All 
Mankind have obierv'd, this is the iecond 
Revolution unimprov'd by Parliaments 
in the ſame Age; the one as inetiectual 
to the good of England in the hands of 
Patriots, Whigs and Diflenters, as the 
other was in the hands of Cavaliers and 
Churchmen : Which makes Men apt to 
conclude, the fault lies in that part of our 
Conſtitution on which we molt rely. And 
the common reaſon given by all why Par- 
liaments bave miſmanag'd, is, that rhey 
are ſo manag'd themſelves : 1hey do not 
only ſuppoſe them ſubjected to the power 
of Kings, to the influence ot great Men, 
to the arts of old and crafty Stateunen,

but accuſe them now of being led by 
beardle's Politicians, by upſtart Prenti- 
ces in buſineſs, neither ſayported by 
Fortune, Dignities or Experience, and 
only buoy'd up by pruieRting Infolence. 
It this were the caſe, to whac are we re- 
duced ? This is not P;>:5199 unfortunate- 
ly condutting the Horſes of the Sun, but 
a Carrizr driving Pack-horſos, and Bea!:s 
of Burden, which jog on their appointed 
Stages for their pen!;ons, 

The propos'd limits of a Sheet, and not 
the Subje&, confine me ; and therefore [ 
ſha!l repgat but one Obje&tion made to 
the Wiidom of our.National Aſſemblies, 
iwhic't is, that the Members of a Con- 
vention treely choſen, brought together 
at t:::s Revolution, and miraculoully de- 
live'd from the higheſt Oppretiions, 
ſhould admit of the old Underminers of 
our Liberties for the nw managers of 
Reformation : and this I may ſay as to 
their Intzgrity, who would have admit- 
ted of ſuc Corrupters, but tov be cor- 
ruptÞd ? 

It may very well be {aid to the juſtif- 
Ccati 1 of ome 5 Whe: there was 20 Gou- 
vern:nent, no Miniſters, nv Mony, no 
privy Purſe, who could influence ? It 
muit be confeſt (and here is the fatal 
Ercor ) if there was Corrvption, it 
was from within : Nay it is plain, they 
mu't bribe themſelves, and only w:th 
hopes and expeRations ; they were qua- 
lify 'd by the Conltitution to nave places, 
every Fool was well quality'd in his 
own troughts, and every Knave betray 'd 
his Truit and his Country to mike him- 
ſelf worthy.
